Diversified  Occupations  was  started  in  Columbia  City  in  1947  although  it 
is  statewide.  The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  provide  seniors  with  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  begin  training  in  their  chosen  vocation. 

Any  trade  requiring  1000  hours  or  more  training  is  suitable  for  a  student 
to  choose.  However  D.  O.  is  unable  to  give  any  professional  training  except 
prenursing  and  elementary  teaching. 

The  prime  qualification  for  a  student  wishing  to  enter  D.  O.  is  an  interest 
in  learning  a  job.  Besides  working  in  their  training  stations,  termed  classrooms, 
all  the  students  meet  together  for  a  class  period  called  related  training.  Stu¬ 
dents  are  graded  both  by  their  related  training  instructor  and  their  employers. 
Minimum  wages  are  paid  due  to  the  fact  that  credit  is  given  for  the  work. 

Nursing  is  a  popular  occupation  taken  by  many  of  the  girls  and  indeed 
Whitley  County  is  known  for  its  large  percentage  of  student  nurses.
